The crowded harbor of Beyroot la daily 
becomiu!,' more crowded. The arrival of the 
Duleh. the Sardinian ami the Austrian fleets 
were announced by the usual -saluting can- 
nonade, and the Spanish fleet is expected 
next week. Si.v more British and as many 
French line-of-battle ships were also expect- 
ed. AVe still expect to see an American 
fleet, or one man-of-war at least, to prevent 
hope deferred making the heartsick. 

It is expected that the DriLse campaign 
will begin after the settlement of all difli- 
cullies in Damascus.

Union witli British Columbia, 
Our briijf iillusion a short time ago to 
union with British Columbia has called out 
a reply from the New Westminster Times. 
Considering that a wholo week has been 
allowed to consider the subjoot, the reply in 
question don't reflect much talent. We are 
not disposed, hqjpeyer,. to waste, time on the 
frothy production : Our space lis too Taluablo. 
But, before taking up again the discussion 
rolatire to union, we will correct a few of 
our cotemporary's orrorif. 

1. It is alleged that if an union took place 
Vancouver Island would necessarily have to 
submit to whatever laws the united legisla- 
tures may enact. 

2. British Columbia— having a larger 
population than Vancouver Island, witii 
the prospect of increasing her popula- 
tion in a greater ratio, — would conse- 
quently bare a majority in the Assembly 
who would outvote the Vancouver delega- 
tion. 

3. Being bound to obey the laws enacted 
by the majority of the united Assembly, 
free ports and direct taxation could not bo 
perpetuated. 

In answer we say that if the union 
were made according to the priuciples 
we liave advocated — free ports and direct 
tnsution — we would have no objection to 
obey the laws of the united legislature, for 
no majority could alter tiie conditions of 
union without our consent. To ninko this 
matter plainer, wo quote Article of the 
Organic Act of British Columbia, which 
was paHseJ by the Imperial Parliament, 
August 2, 1858. 

Art. 6. "No part of the colony of Vancouver's 
Island, as at present cstoblished, shall be comprised 
within British Columbia, lor the putpone of (his 
Act; but it shall be lauful for Her Majcity, her 
Ucirs atiil successors, on rec( i i ing, at uuy time dur- 
ing the coiilMiuuiiue of this Acl, a Joint Mldress 
from the two houses of the Legislature of Van- 
cimvur Island, praying' for the Incorporation of 
the Ulnnd wiili Brilisli Columbi.i, by Order to be 
made as aforenaid, with the advice of Her Privy 
Council, to annex the said Isiand lo British Colum- 
bia, ittbject to such Conditioni and Regulationt as to 
Her Uojesty may seem expedient, tmii thereupon and 
from the date of the publication of such Order in 
the said Island, or such other date as may bo fixed 
in such order, the proTisioni of this Act shall be 
held to opply to Yancourer Island." 

From the tenor of Article 6, it is suflicient- 
ly plain that the Imperial Government con- 
templated an union, deeniingit advisable that 
the two colonies should be consolidated into 
one. But as a legislature already existed 
here, il would have been loo ^Teal a stielcli 
of power— fai too arbitrary— to have uniled 
them willioiit its eoiipuiil. 'I'hr condilions 
of union were therefore left open in Article 
0, to be ralilieil by Her iMujenty in Council, 
or tiiich coiuiiliuns adopted as would best 
herve llie inlere.-ts of both colonies. If, there- 
fore, a joint address *f the two Houses of 
our Legislature prayed for union, on oondi- 
lion of perpetuating direct taxation and free 
ports ; and if such prayer were granted, the 
conditions on which we would enter into the 
union would become as touch a part and 
parcel of the Act of Parliarhent as Article 6, 
on which they would be based. Consequently 
no act of a mojorlty in the united Legisla- 
ture could impo.'ie any law upon us contrary 
to the terms of union. If so, out judge« 
would, on complaint, declare the statuie in- 
valid, us has often been dune by iho Supremo 
Courts of various Slates of the Americiin 
Union, when the. Slate coriNlilutioii has been 
iiifringeil, In fact, the local LegiwlaUiri! 
cannot e.viTcise a power not bestowed upon 
il in ihi' organic act. Furthermore, a statuteof 
the Imperial I'arliamoni can only berepealed 
h> that body ; ai.d wo tioKl the Order of 
Hei Majesty to be e({ual to the statutu wliieli 
uutborized it. It plain, therefore, that it 
would be utterly iippoHibla for any act of a 
majority of the united Legiaialaretoimiiosu 
upon Vanoouvei Island alarKT, or repeal 
free porta and direct taxation, or in any way 
infringe the conditions of union. Nothing 
but an act of the Imperial Parliament could 
repeal or change it. 

Again our ootoniporary Is wrong. It ns- 
BcrtH, or litres liingiiago tantamount to it, that 
if lirilisli Columbia went ft miijiuity to tlu^ 
legislature that tliiit majority would vulo 
against In'e poilH and il ii rct In Mil ion Miiiiply 
li'.'.'iiusi) iheHf progri'HHive principIeH wen- 
not in opcriiliiiii in tlial iHiriion ul tliii jiro- 
viiu i' whii'h they rcpn'KonliMl. Such UHscr- 
tidiih M-y. worthl('i<M, oxi^upt banod on fncts. 
And they mn not. Were llrllisli Celiiiiibift 
represented lo-morroW, wo would lin 1 nu n 
returned to tho lugislalure, holding bmud 

natioiml vlowij thoy would tnkenu tuiilghf 



cned and comprehensive view of tho inter- 
ests of the wholo country ; they would never 
suffer some petty soetiomd interest to inter- 
fere with tho general prosperity of the coun- 
try ; and such men would render a hearty 
and cordial support to perpetuate direct tases 
and free ports in this .colony, provided that 
they tended to build up commerce and bene- 
fit generally the commonwealth. To elevate 
their common country to tho highest degree 
of prosperity possible would be their object. 
Such men wo are aware can bo found in 
Briti-vh Columbia— perhnp.'t they may not be 
80 numerous in Now Westminster ns clse- 
wiiero. And why? New AVestniinster aims 
at making herself the capital of the colony. 
She is jealous of Victoria. She may fear tho 
growing importance of the latter. But such 
grounds aro very foolish ones indeed on 
which: to baspf-opposition to union. If no 
union occurs, Now Westminster can never 
bo tho capital long. A more central position 
would be chosen, AVith increased popula- 
tion and representative institutions, Cayoo.'ih 
would be more likely to bd ' the capital than 
any other place. 

It is not a siipposable case that the 
northern ami woslern jiopulation would feel 
inclined to wind their way to tiansact public 
business to the south-eastori) corner of the 
province, in order to perpetuate New West- 
minster as the capital, when a more central 
location would be more convenient. Any 
opposition . therefore that may be made in 
New, Wesiminster to union, on the ground 
of loosing . the capita], is so much waste 
labor; lor if the individuality of tho sister 
colony be perpetuated, she will loo.so the 
capital at all events. The capital will be 
central. If on the contrary an union were 
made, tho (jueation of where tlio capital — 
the political capital— would be fi.iced, would 
have to be settled between New Westiniiisler 
and Victoria. Union would estiblish the 
seat of government at one of tliese two 
points. It is apparent, therefore, that union 
would throw the chanced on the nide of 
New Westminster. Without union her 
whole prosperity would depend on her 
commerce. Naturally enough, we would 
like Victoria to be the capital. But if 
we can continue the comrhercial cap- 
ital here — and it will remain such, however 
the question of union may he settled — we 
care but little, comparatively, where the 
political capital may be located. It is to add 
to our commercial iniporiam^e as a British 
province — rivalling, if pos.iible, San Kraii- 
Cisco, or malting strides in llial dijectioii — 
that we ask for union. It \n iii the power of 
the united provinces to urge on Victoria in 
that direction much faster than can be done 
by two disjointed, petty provinces, with 
scarcely population enough to make a 
seventh-rate town. Besides, there are a thou- 
sand other considerations to which we shall 
hereafter allude, having reference ti> internal 
as well as external interests of these colo- 
nies, that would receive an Immense impe- 
tus from union. 

TiiRKW IT I'l' Ac.M.N. — Wo mentioned 
that the Editor of the New Wexiniinster 
Times, had last week swallowed one ol 
" Wiighi's l'ilLs,"in the shape of aii epistle 
from the firm of Wright, Scott & Nelson, 
taking him to task for certain strictures con- 
tained in his paper, regarding the manner 
in which that firm transacts business.

Arrival of the Otter. 

The .steamer Otter arrived from Frasor 
River on Saturday evening. She brought by 
the expresses and by private hands, about 
875,000 in gold dust. The number of pass- 
engers was lOO. 

New and rich discoveries of silver ore re- 
ported to have been made in tho Harrison- 
Lilooet country.

The Cariboo Diggings. 
We yesterday had the pleasure of a visit 
from Mr. Geo. Harvey, one of the hardy 
prospectors who first struQk t}ie Cariboo dig- 
gings, the lately-coiifirinecl richness of which 
are just now attracting so much attention 
from all parts of the coast. Mr. H., we are 
glad to say, brings down a full purse, the 
reaull of his summer's work, ami contem- 
plates reluming in the spring. 'J'he speci- 
Hiens of gold he shows are very coarse, ami 
Vill assay SIH 60 per ouncn. One piece 
%veighed .$35 at, tho rate of $16 to the ounce. 

On tho 10th of last March Mr. H. reached 
the Forks of Quesneile River. Tho snow 
^va8 then three and four feet deep, and of 
•course locomotion svas anything but plea- 
sant and speedy. In company with three 
T>lhers, however, he managed to reach a 
small creek (called Seller's Creek) which 
empties into the Norlh Fork, and commenc- 
ed work near its mouth. The first piospect 
was So to the pan, and in the course of three 
weeks the company succeeded in taking 
out S2,3(J0. The river then commenced 
rising, and covered Iho greater part of Ihe 
^lairn. JVlr. H. seeing but a poor prospect of 
work for stinie time to come, sold out, and 
started, in company with a Mr. Keithley, for 
\ho headwaters of the North Fork. They 
prospected several tributaries with varied 
success, until they reached a creek, now 
Itnovvn as Harvey's Creek, (in honor of our 
informant). Ascending this creek some 
miles, they came to a falls 40 feet high. A 
good prospect was obtained at the foot of the 
falls, and slaking out claims, they again 
•descentled and proceccletl on llieir way north- 
ward, reaching ami ascemling for .some di.s- 
tance both Clear and Swamp Kivers. 

The lir.ft of these .streams is perfectly 
limpid and Mwifl rouiiiiig. Tlie water is 
pure, and sparkles liki' crv^t:'.! as it rushes 
with velocity towardi; and mingles with the 
North Fork. The sides ate mountainous, 
and huge rooks occupy lh« bed of the 
stream. In no place -oil this river was more 
t^an a fewtcolors found to rev-ard the exer- 
tions of the prospecters. Swamp River, 
more properly a uontinuaiion of the North 
Fork of the fiue.Mielle, is a slow, sluggish 
Stream. It derives its name from its low 
marshy banks, which evi^v.il for a i\ill<', a 
mile and a half buck to the base of huge 
mountains. It is navigable l"or f;mall bo, its 
a ilistaiice of liiirty miles. The Indians, in 
their frail bark canoos, aaceiid it with 
case. Heavers innumerable are to bo met 
with everywhere on this river. Other game 
also abound ; but fish are scarce in all the 
rivers and creeks. The lakes, however, «fe 
full of trout— from five to ten inches long— 
nnil are easily caught. About fifteen tnilcs 
up Clear River, the prospecteis came across 
falls 200 feet high. The water rushes with 
a terrific velocity over a rocky bench, an I 
strikes the liver brlow witn a booming 
sound, similar to tho discharge ul many 
huMilreiis of cannon. The etiect is ik- 
BCriheJ as elei;lrjcal. The siuKleii view 
wliicli is c-angbt of the .'^hcct of lulliii;j uu- 
ler, the thick chnul of viipor which liaii;;^ 
over the spot, and the di'areiiing iioiee, all 
.toiiibiiie to leiul.T these falLs secunil in 
grandeur only to tlnjse of the famed Niagara. 
On Swamp Kiver, nu guld was found worth 
Speaking of lietuming to the North Foik, 
Mr. Harvey, in company with five others, 
again ascended Harvey's Creek, and set in 
to work at tho place where he had staked 
out claims. 

Kach man took up one hundred foot of 
mining ground, ivhich jravc theiii feet 
tu tho company. Thcv siiwcJ Inmb^'i-, built 

II flume and tni-ning thi! creek, noum got 
sluices in, ami cummcnrcil w.jrk. Their 
best (lav's wuik during the liuininoi- was i^l-l! 
to the man ; their wurst. SK"-. I'.'r an Ih'Iii- or 
(wo one (lay while working, they .•-liovcIi"l 
)ip iiiiy iiuantity of the precious metal— sev- 
eral .•ihovelful.s containing as high as S20. 
Mr. Keithley sottlod down on the creek 
which he naniod aft«r liimself, about midway 
botwocn Ilcrvoj's oroek and tho Forks of 
i^uesnello. lie did not do much, however, 
4tud sold out late in tho summer. Many 
mtnerfl'Oa tho some crook, however, mad* 
thoir pilos, and some of litem have cxcoUont 
claims that will last for a long time.

«on his crook thot wont to work hard," fell- 
ed troos, nnd Rcwod out lumber, encouragiMl 
tlieroto liy good pro.Mpects, nnd after working 
till the tinip when lie left, hadn't made '• grub 
roonoy." Above und bolow thoin, however, 
tho minors vroro doins iiuoly. 



Such circumstances cannot be explained, 
even by the most scienlifio. They are mys- 
teries which have puzzled gold miners, ever 
since gold was first discovered. Mr. H. 
says that last year hu visited Swift River, 
emptying into the Fraser about 15 miles 
above the mouth of Quesneile. Here he 
hardly obtained tho color. This stream is 
to the west of the Cariboo country. To the 
east of the same region, ho only obtained 
tho color on Clear Creek and Swamp Kiver. 
Besides, on Harvey's and Keithley's nud on 
both sides of. the I{ot.th,Fork, there are strong 
indications of a gold country. The moun- 
tains are of a quartz and slate formation,, and 
quartz boulders abound on the river banks. 
On Swift and Swamp River, and on Clear 
Creek, none of these indication.s are ob- 
served, and, as \vn said before, the gold 
seems to run out. From these evidences, 
Mr. II. argues that the geld bearing region 
run.s north and suntli of those streams (how- 
far he has no niean.s of judging,) but does 
not e.vleiul to any considerable distance 
either east or west. How far future ope- 
rations may confirm this hypothesis, is of 
course, uncertain, but we believe that there 
have been diggln'gs of sufficient extent, 
"struck" the past summer to give alia 
chanco in the cotnliig spring: for a good 
claim.

Mrs. Beatty, as the mother of* Louise, 
did better than e^er before, and played the 
misery-striokea female to perfoctiuu; and 
Miss Susan Malick, as Julia, created 
much laughter by her odd way. Mrs. 
Sweet, lis Elimore, was tolerable. Mr. 
Latte, as Franquois, a virtuous y"u»g man. 
understood his part, but did not e.vhibii ^ul- 
ticient life or energy. .Mr. .^lorli^n(!r's black- 
leg and vill.iin, w:is superb, and called forth 
much a|)planse : while Mr. Towiiseiiii, as 
KerdiiiamI, petrnrmed his lolf bolter than 
evei lielere.

The difliculty took place in HOWaWs house, 
on Saturday night; and Kenny vvas tm the 
point of leaving for California in the sleam- 
er, when apprehended by the officer, tie 
was yesterday fined £3 by the police judge 
for the assault and threats, which he paid.
